In 1933 the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana completed the Three 
Rivers Filtration Plant, aptly named for its location at the 
junction of the St. Joseph and St. Mary's River where they 
form the Maumee. 

In 1954 in keeping with the growing community a Twenty- 
Four Million gallon per day addition to the plant was constructed 

In 1969 the One Billion-Seven Hundred Million gallon 
Hurshtown pumped storage reservoir was completed to insure a 
dependable supply of water from the St. Joseph River watershed. 

On this Friday, November 6, 1981 the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne is proud to proclaim the completion of 
improvements to the plant and pumping station in order to 
continue the water supply needed by the City of Fort Wayne 
and surrounding areas, and to have an improved treatment 
reliability. This includes the construction of a Twenty-Four 
Million gallon per day addition to the water treatment plant 
replacement and increasing capacity of service pumps. The 
increased capacity should insure the area served by the Filtra¬ 
tion Plant an ample supply of water up to the year 2000. 

Thus the Fort Wayne City Utility Water Works remains the 
largest municipally owned utility in the State of Indiana.
